The remarkable thing about it 
is, that he should have succeeded in 
getting two unofficial members to go 
with him eo completely and entirel 
—men, too, who are credited wit 
a share of shrewdness sad discrimin- 


_fation not usually set down to every 


business man. . So it is, however: 
aud inthe case of Mr J. D, Hum- 
phroya, indeed, tho unofficial member 
shows even more of the fighting mood 
than ‘does his more cautious leader and 
official collesgue.

"Times without 
number lnve wo advocated the distinct 
separation of the traly sanitary portion 
of the Public Health Bill from’ the mass 
ofarbitrary provisians relnting to Build- 
ing operations ; and-had this suggestion 
bean acted upon, much of the beart- 
barning raised by this measure of much- 
needed sanitation, and thé difficulties 
experienced with these By-laws, would 
bave been obviated: For the author of 
all this objectionable leqislation, how- 
over, at this time of day, to. turn and 
object to By-laws carryiag out his Or- 
dinanco on this ground, is 1 form of 
warfare which provokes the smile that 
is begotten of surprise, indignation, and 
contempt. Whether or not tho daring 
and absurdity of Mr Price’s objection 
struck Mr Ede dumb, we cannot say; 
but Mr Ede was a member of the old 
Board; and. must have followed the 
course of his present chief through the 
memorable stages, when the’ Public 
Health Bill was being incubated at 
the meetings of the old Sanitary Bonrd, 
Most ,of the other objections of Mr 
Price’ are equally misleading. “As wo 
bave previously ‘stated; ‘ some of “Mr 
Francis’ By-laws are fromed specially to 
deliver landlords and honse-owners from 
the thraldom of the Public Works. de- 
partment; and of course, these portions 
are stoutly. opposed by Mr. Price, and an 
imaginary typhoon is: dragged in’ to 
show that ao specified number of days 
for keeping drains uncovered might 
not be sufficient—that is. to spy, 
porhays once in ten years. In sueb 
case, we fancy s saving: clause provid- 
ing for an occasional typhoon might 
easily be inserted. Seriously, however, 
this so-called Jengthened ‘talk’ over 
tho Sanitary Board By-laws has arrived 
at the point which it was expected to 
reach.

at prosent form tho greater portion of tho 
population of the Holy Oity, ander the now 
scheme the Jews propor «ill only form one- 
axth of the population, the rast being 
English and American, As soon agasuflici- 
ent nuurber of people ure established in Jera- 
salem, Dr Sivartha, whom-tho deiwish Afcss- 
enger of Now York styles a ‘erank,’ expects 
that the Powers of Europe will unite in 
declaring Palestine independent and na- 
tional, Dr Sivartha intends to settle in 
Jerasalem, and to begin the work which 
ho considera it his mission to fulfil. That 
he will be doomed to disappoiatmont there 
is not much room for doubt. The regensra- 
tion of Palestino isnot to be brought about 
by auch plans as have been evolved from 
the brains of thie enthusiast from the other 
side of the Atlantic. Dr. Sivaths. will, 
however, not altogether cast his Jot among 
atangers, for it is within our knowledge 
that for some years pasts small American: 
colony, consisting uxclusively of Christions, 
hos been. established in the immediate 
visiaity of Jerusalem, Tho members . of 
this little colony have voluntarily expstri- 
pted thomeclves and taken up thoir abode 
in Jeruenlom, in the hope of buinu able to 
be present at the restoration of Palestine 
asav independent state. —Jewish Chronicle. 


Tar Lis or Seexv.—Tho speed of loco- 
motives hos not increased with their weight 
and size, There is a natural law which 
stands in the way of this. If we double 
the weight on the driving-wheels, the ad- 
hesion and consequent capacity for drawing 
Inada, in also doubled. asoning in an 
analogous way, it might bo said that if we 
double the circumference of the whoels the 
distance that they will travel in one revolu- 
tion, and consequently the speed of tho en- 
gine, will bo in like proportion. ‘But, if 
this be dono, it will require trice os much 
power to turn the large wheels os waa 
needed for the small ones ; and wothen on- 
counter the natural law that thé resiatance 
increases a5 the square of the speed, and 
probably at even a greater ratioat very high 
velocities, At sixty miles an hour ‘the ra- 
sistance of e train is four times. as groat as 
it ia at thirty miles. That is, the pull on 
the draw-bar of the engine must be four 
times aa great in tho one ease as it is in the 
other, But at sixty miles an hour this pull 
must be exerted for a given distance in half 
tho time that it is at thirty miles, so that 
the amount of power exerted and steam ge- 
neratad ina given period of time must be 
eight times as great in tho one caso as in the 
other, This means that the capacity of the 
boilers, eylinders, and the other parts must 
be greater, with a corresponding addition 
to tho weight of the machine. Obvioualy, 
if the weight perawheel ia limited, we soon 
reach a point at which the sizo of tho 
driving-wheels aud other parts cannot bo 
enlarged ; which means that there is a cer- 
tain proportion of wheels, cylinders, and 
boiler which will give a maximum apeed.— 
Seribner's Magazine. .

Is there nny principle of interns- 
tional law to justify this? And not only 
do they press its introdnetior into China, 
but thoy take measurcs fur the collection 
of revenue, the suppression of amug-zling 
und the salo.of the drug. What is the 
reason of these measures / ‘fhesc Europeans 
had a. profound knowledge of China's 
aituation, with' auch n sen-board requiring 
an enormous expenditure for its protection, 
so that when her uwn resources were 
oxhaasted on this necesssry work she would 
be compelled'to borrow on the security of 
the opium rovenne. Therofore, sinco China 
sunght neither the development of the 
trada, nor the suppression of smuggling, 
nor the accumulation of the revenue, the 
Europeans mist needs undertake all these 
things on behalf of China. For how could 
they otherwise accomplish -their end of 
impoverishing and weakening China? 
Alns ! ag the black dirt comes in the whito 
silver goes out for ever and over. But this 
is not the worst of it, Tho hidden venom is 
a hundred times worse, The tendoncy of 
opium is to couse forgetfulness of 
its well known pvisonous natuto; heres 
the European name Apt (1 inferior 
arseaic). Iu small doses it vlovates the 
mind, . increases tho animal: spirits, 
promotes circulation, scatters vapours, 
stops pain, and helps the nervous system ; 
but in large quantities it crentes's craving, 
depresses the mind, impairs the uutinal 
spirits, hinders the circulation, and wastes 
the fleah, Now, when the mind is depross- 
ed and the circulation hindered the system 
is not- nourished; and when the animal 
spirits -ato impaired and the flosh wasted 
one cannot livo long ; and non-nourishment 
and short life are the sources of weakness, 
The nature of apium is lazy and pervaras ;

THE CHINESE AND OPIUM IN NEW 
SOUTH WALES. 

We have received from Sydney a copy of 
a plea by Mr Quong Tart (Kuang Tai), the 
Jeading Chinese merchant in New Sonth 
Wales, for tho legislative prohibition of the 
importation of opium into the Coluny. It 
will be seen that the writer endeavours to 
kil two birds with one stone ; for he insists 
very atrongly that if the import of opinm 
were prohibited, only a superior clus: of 
QOhinese would come to the Colony, who 
would muako theie homos there, and most. 
of the existing objections to his nationale 
would be done away with, so that the 
clamour for their exclusion would cease. 
After rolatiny an interview which he and 
other-gentlomon had with Sir A. Stuart in 
1884, Mr Quoug Tart goes on :— 

I wish to make it as clearly anderstood 
pa possible that were a law to bo passed 
against the importation of the juice, ‘it 
would not ouly be an inestimable blessing

upon all classes of the community, for this 
drug, when indulged in by any person a 
few times, has such seductive qualities that 
it is almost-an ‘utter impossibility to keep 
it from him do long ag money oan procure 
it.

There would still be a alight rovenue 
upon opium, so that the Government 
would nut loso all revenue derived Erom it.

I feel positive 
that there is nyt one gentiewan who would 
like to age anyone belonging to him: using 
this slow poison, but if it is not stopped, 
they are sure, some of them, sooner or 
later to be trapped.

- Now ig the tima 
and the best time, while we have such a 
noble Governor as Lord Carrington, in the

When opium was first imported into 
Obina (by te East India Company) the 
authorities of that couutry did not seo the 
evil, but as acon ne they discovered it thoy 
tried to puta stop toit. Alns! it was too 
late, for they wero provonted by intorna- 
tional agrcemants, oud all they could do 
waa to shut thoir oyes. mid say no 
more. I¢ iaa most Inmentablo sight to view 
the misocy exiating in some of tho hubita- 
tious in Chins, caused aimply by the use of 
opium. . Homes that onco were happiness 
iteclf, and supplied with overy comfort, 
wore denuded even of furniture of any dea. 
eription—all had been gold ar dispased of 
byfother meana simply tu geatify o taste 
for thia curaed drug. I know of one ease 
where the father of s family whu used to 
bo pretty well-to-de touk to opium-smok- 
ing. His means ran short and he sold all 
hoe could, lvaving the family quito destitute 
to get money to bay apinm. Ono of his 
sons became seriously ill and died. Ho 
had no means to bury him, and when ho 
asked people for ussistunce ha was refused, 
for no one in Ching will lool upon or help 
4n opium-amoker-—no matter what his trou- 
bles may be, The mother, when things 
were in thia terrible plight, gave to him 
sume money (sho had waved by her own 
hard industry, unknown to hii) to go and 
get their son ucoftin, Tho father when ho 
got the money, instead af putting it to the 
ase intended, took it of to an opinm-housp 
and smoked it all away. The mother 
anxiously waited for his return, but no, 
A messenger was despatched, who soon re- 
turned with tho news that her husband waa 
housed in an opium-shop, and bad never 
been near the undertaker, This ia only 
one case out of hundrods similar, Why 
not then fry to step it in this young coun- 
try, before it reaches a state oqual to what 
Thava described } . 

Evidences of tho evils causad by opium. 
anoking wero given mea by Signor Rai- 
mondi, the Roman Catholic Bishop of Hong- 
kong, during a converaation the othor day. 
Tho Bishop has lived in China more than 
twenty-eight years, moving from one pro- 
vince to another, and he says it is totally 
impossible to thoronghly deseribo the mis- 
erics the families of Chinese opium-smokers 
undergo. He goes further, and sys he 
would not agtoe to opium heing brought 
in a liquid condition.” Any Chinaman 
known to uae opinm is not admitted to tho 
Church. I think I can safaly say that in 
twelva months’ time after the prohibition 
of the importation, all gentlemen who have 
spoken publicly against the Chinese would 
speak very differontly. Words cannot cx- 
press how dreadfully hurt the respectable 
Chinese feel when things are said publicly 
against them, for the gentlemen who de- 
nounes make no allowanca batclass all alike, 
although that is onything but fair, for no 
criminal case against the Chineso has ever 
come from any of the respectable business 
houses, large or small, but tins inevery caso 
origianted in places where epium ia ased. I 
bad a conversation Jately with some of the 
large Chinese importers, and they admit it 
is a oursed evil, and would be pleased to see 
it stopped from coming into the colonics. 
Thoy said, ‘ But aa long as it is allowed to 
be imported, why should wo not benefit as 
well as any uther man.’ It is through this 
opium that, the Chinese get indolent—in 
some cases too lazy or weak even to keep 
their persons olean ; thit they crowd to- 
gether in very badly vontilated rooms, 
where a number can, a8 they think, enjoy 
the poison together, and that horrible smell 
ao many people complain of iscaused, Then 
again—and worse than all—these men losa 
allinclination for work of any kind, and so 
commonce that wicked pernicious vica 
gambling, simply beeuuso they can do it 
with little exercise of strength I don’t say 
for one, moment that the police have not 
done their duty as far as hunting somo of 
these gambling dena out, but I do aay thera 
aro a number of places that are till 
to be found, Why not save the polica 
this ‘blind man’a buf? work by stop- 
ping the opium. Then the gambling 
would cease; and more than thot,- tho 
Chinese, if they intend to ponsin in the 
colony, would completely reform with -the 
aasistanes of the diffarent Chineso olergy- 
men (Church of England, Wesleyan, Pres- 
bytenau, and Roman Qatholie}, aud become 
more attashed to the European customs, 
and: in time form a splendid addition to the 
workers of this colony. Then some of tha 
botter clasa of people in China, when they 
find that the Chinese ara being apprecinted 
and held in o higher estimation by the 
‘people here, will ast in their lot among us. 
Whereas at present we have coming to the 
colony a very mixod olaga, for jin numerous 
oasca pooplo aro sont here by their relatives 
or parants because no good cam be got. out 
of them through their having taken to 
opium, J beard and saw while on 4 visit, 
to China in tha year 1881) af somo cases 
where the parents went 99 fay sa ta three? 
to murder their gang ypless they wen 
‘anoking ‘oplam, but ever ince Sig ate | 
frighten them—in face | ae ae oe 
yathor than goo #* » took no effect ; so 
give thers « em go to ruin the parents 
tvie some money and sent them about 
ow. business. And whore did they go? 
| Well, to the place where they knew they 
could get any amount of opium without any. 
remonatrance from anyono. 

At the time of the goneral outery against 
the Chinese, the Government had a tho- 
rouch investigation made of the Chinesa 
camps in Wagga, Narrandera, Doniliquin, 
Albury, and Hay, in order to find out the 
cauae, apd it was the outcome of these men 
using opium. Not only the Chinese in 
these five places visited‘were found to vse 
this drag, but also seventy-live European 
wortien, and ont of tha saventy-five fifly 
wore confirmed smokers. Now, readers, 
you can imagine for yourselvea the resulta, 
hen so many were found in five places 
alone.
